By the arrival of the packet ship Nestor and the 
Comet and Justinia at New York, Liverpool papers 
to the 16th eof June, and London tothe 14th, have 
been received—we select the following items : 

Peace seems decided upon in the question solong 
pending between Russia and Turkey, for in the ad- 
dress of the king of France, to the House of Peers 
on the 10th of June, he says : 

** Since the opening of the Session I have receiv 
ed accounts which assure me that peace will not be 
disturbed in the East. It is with the highest satis- 


‘faction I announce to you this intelligence.” 


This annunciation seems to place that question 
definitely at rest. 

England.—In the House of Lords the Earl of 
Shaftesbury, i in the absence of the Earl of Liver- 
pool, gave notice, on the 11th June, that the second 
reading of the Colonial Trade Bill, and the Ameri- 
can Trade Bill, would be moved on Monday the 
15th. 

The King held a levee on the 12th, on which oc- 
casion Washington Irving was presented by the 
American Minister. 

George Stephen Kemble, the celebrated actor, 
died on the 5th June, aged 65.
